Aided By Chemistry 


In the winning of man's never-end- 
ing struggle for human food, through 
the stages of production, preparation 
and preservation, the appropriate 
weapons are supplied by the chemist 
and the chemical industry, writes R, 
M, Rowat.in the July issue of C-I-L

Chemistry protects the seed and 
maintains soil fertility; it provides 
mineral supplements containing salt, 
lime, phosphateg, iron and iodine that 
are fed to animals to reinforce feeds 
deficient in these essential elements; 
it contributes insecticides ani other 
preventatives to assure the cominig 
to maturity of field crops and: live- 
stock, 

In the preparation of food, chem- 
istry performs equal service-—for ex- 
ample, in the supplying of | special 
foods for yeast that is used in huge 
quantities in the baking of bread. Cer 
tain authorized and harmless dyes 
are used to color butter, cheese, jelly 
powders, cake icings, etc. In the pro- 
cessing of meat products such as 
ham and acon, salt, saltpetre and 
nitrates are essential, Chemical clean 
sers with long names make _ short 
work of plant sanitation in an indus- 
try where cleanliness 1s of. paramount 
importance, ~ 

The preservation of food untii it is 
required for consumption is a big 
part of the food industry's job. Many 
tons of ammonia are used each year 
to manufacture ice and to achieve 
the low temperatures required for 
quick-freezing processes and for cold 
storage of perishables; chemical re- 
frigeration is the basis of the modern 
packing house Another 
chemical refrigerant, “Freon”, is 
widely employed in the delivery and 
grocery store retailing of quick-froz- 
en foods, and it is particularly adapt- 
able to use in household refrigerators 
locker plants and in food plant air 
conditioning systems, *

The third factor is the non-basio 
community station, which may take

This Canaiian system is’ a 
cross between the British system of 
broadcasting—-where all stations are 
Government owned, and there is no 
choice of programs—and the Ameri- 
can stations, which have Government 
cecntrol and supervision, but no act- 
ual ownership, and offer the ‘widest 
listening choice in the world, A very 
similar system to that of Canada’s is 
in operation in Australia, The New 
Zealand system runs somewhat clos- 
er to the American pattern, and the 
South African set up to the British 
pattern, 


During the 20 years between this 
war and the last one, the average con 
sumption of protective foods in Brit- 
ain increased by toughly about 50%, 
with a corresponding improvement in 
national health and physique, Gross 
nutritional diseases, which had been 
prevalent in industrial towns, almost 
completely disappeared.

nutritionist to fit his stock for the 
market economically, a pathologist 
to recognize and control diseases in 
his crops and livestock, and so on. In 
addition, he must be a business man 
and a useful member of his own 
community. 

Our colleges of agricylture have 
done wonders in training men who 
wish to devote their lives to research 


and experimentation; but this is - 


not all, They also provide courses 
for those intending to farm. These 
courses do not pretend to teach a 
boy how to farm, but they do teach 
him a lot about farm erovhens that 
cannot be learned at all, or only 
with great difficulty, elsewhere. In 
addition to much useful knowledge 
of erop produttion, livestock man- 
agement, and agricultural engineer- 
ing, the student mixes with farm 
boys from all over his province, and 
learns something of their problems. 
He returns to his farm a better 
farmer and a more useful citizen.
